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TRIAL OF A, WEBBER

Placer County Citizens Want Ad-
ditional Counsel.

TO ASSIST DISTRICT ATTORNEY

Opinion That the District Attorney ls
Not Capable to Try
Case.

Auburn, Dee. 12.—The supervisors
placer county are of the opinton that
District Attorney Kelly Robinson I8
not capable of conducting the prose-
cution of Adolph Weber for the mur-
der of his mother, and they want the
state to furnish a more able prosecu-
tor. The sentiment of the supervi-
sore was voleed today in a resolution

tdopted by them asking State Attorney
General U. 8. Webb to take a hand in
the proceedings, The resolution, In
part, Is as follows:

It has been made to appear to this
board that a large number of proml-
nent and substantial citizens and tax-
payers of this county, who have care-
fully observed the conduct of the dis-
triot attorney of this county at the pre-
liminary examination of sald Weber
and the proceedings befors the coro-
ner's jury concerning the murder of the
Weber family on the 10th day of No-
vémber, 1304, are of the opinlon that
eald district attorney is not equal to
the prosecution that samy.auponsscdfo
Athe conduct and management of the
®ald prosecution that is represented to
this board, and we are satisfled there-
from that the said district attorney
does not realize the magnitude of the
undertaking before him nor of the re-
sponsibilities which have been thrust
upon his office, and that he intends to
assume the conduet and management
of the same, and unless steps are taken
to prevent it the public service will
suffer great detriment thereby. The
sald district attorney has refused and
continues to refuse to accept the aid of
able and efficient counsel which the
relatives of the murdered family have
rendered him, and such aid as the pub-
lic generally have demanded that he
accept. We, therefore knowing of no
other course open to us, as repressnta-
tives of the public, to prevent a prob-
able miscarriage of justlce for thesg
reasons, urgently but respectfully re-
quest you, the attorney general of the
state of California, to comply with this
request,

A similar resotution, bearing the
names of seventeen members of the
grand jury, was adopted by that body
and forwarded to Webb. It was ac-
companied by a petition requesting
Webb to join In the prosecution of
Weber, signed by nearly every man of
prominence In the town of Auburn,

Weber asked 1§ geq both of his attor-
neys this afternoon, and it is rumored
that he wanted their asaistance in
making his will.” The prisoner has not
been feeling well for the last few days
and fears- thiat woiose  confinement may
kill him.

ISOLATED THREE YEARS,
Signal Corps Man Returns From the
Far North.

Seattle, Dec. 10, —After being sta-
tioned in the far north for three years,
sometimes in posts where he could not
see another human being week In and
week out, and undergoing all sorts of
hardships In order to keep Uncle S8am's
telegraphic lines open for use, Bert E
Miller, of the United States army
signal corps, has reached thls city from
the north. He has just been honora-
bly discharged from the service and la
now awaiting the accumulated salary
of months from the paymaster's office
He states that at some of the Isalated
poits pay day is such a rarity that the
men In the corps have forgotlen all

about It

Mr. Miller has been stationed at Cop-
per Center, Fort Liscum, Chestochena
and other remote points. For the en-
tire three years of his enlistment be
has been in lsolated localities and Is
able to tell Interesting stories of the
hardships suffered by the men in the
north while at work for small pay for
the governmént. At one post he was
on one man drowned himself and an-
other deserted In thelr desperation at
the awful loneliness of the place. At
Chestochena station Miller did not see
more than half a dosen people & month

and considered himself fortunate If he
saw A% many as that, Even the na-
tiven fight shy of the place,

In the terrible loneliness, sometimes
with insufficlent food, Mr. Miller had
over fifty miles of telegraph line to
look out for and keep In repair. He
was obliged to cover this distance
elther afoot or with dog teams several
timea a month and at the same time
operate the keys of his instrument.

He states that reading matter and
the comforts of life were practically
unknown. He used to get hold of a
newspaper at very infrequent Intervals
and would read It for days and days,
devouring even the advertisements
several times over for mental recrea-
tion,

The story of the boy's struggle ngninst

great odds, his rapld ascent as a pugli-
list, conceals behind it the fact that for
ly?urs Nelson has fought with two ob-
Ljecn. und they were outslde the prize
ring.

' He fought his way toward the cham-
plonahip with but two [deas—to pay
{the mortgage on his mother's home at
1348 Shearer avenue, Hegewisch: to
win back the love and admiration of
lhia father, brothers and slster, Hix
mother's love and tenderness he has all
the time.

By béating Young Corbett and ploe-
ing himself in line for the champino-
ship he achleved all his obfects, and, nl-
though he decliares, and his family be-
leves, that he will defent James Britt
and win for himself the title of feather-
welght and llight-weight champlon of
the world, defeat will not mean much
to him In his coming fight; at least
not nearly =0 much as it would have
done when he fought and conquered
Herrera, Canole, Hanlon and Corbett.

Practically driven from home be-
cause the family objected to his
chosen profession, forbldden scores of
times by his father to enter the ring
pleaded with by his mother, who feared
he would be hurt, Nelson insisted.

The boy has fought, and fought des-
perately, in order that his mother
might have her home, her comforts
and dresses; in order that debt need
not worry his father: In order that his
brothers and sistér might go to school
and get better aducations; and he has
steadily urged the other boys not to
follow in his footsteps and told them to
keep out of the fighting game.

Whatever the moralists may say of
prize fighting as a profession, they
probably would praise the stocky, self-
sacrificing Nittle Dane for the phjects
for which he has fought.
